Logical Talk 


Soustelle talks logically, if not 
with reality. He unquestionably 
believes passionately that France 
must retain Algeria. Who holds 
it, he says, keeps Africa about 
the Mediterranean and also South- 
ern France. Algerian rebels, he 
insists, are defeated and now try 
to win a political battle, having 
lost the military one. This re- 
flects the bitterness of his fol- 
lowers, in and out of the army, 
who bélieve France’s politicians 
have done most of the damage. 


“Only France’s army,” he said, 
‘“‘can impose a necessary sort of 
social revolution in Algeria.’’ He 
astonished me somewhat by say- 
ing he would like to do in Algeria 
something similar to what Israel 
has done in the middle of an 
Arab and Moslem area. It can 
be done if the army is permitted. 
This is his plan. He will prevent 
present efforts for negotiations 
with rebels if he can. 


He points.to De Gaulle’s ex- 
perience with Guinea as an ex- 
ample of error’ This small coun- 
try was told by the general to 
quit the French community if it 
wished. Its plight was that of all 
new African nations. It did not 
have administrators or techni- 
cians. Czechs, East Germans and 
Poles were sent in by Russia, 
who offered help. 


Should France quit Algeria 
within months, argues Soustelle, 
the same people would infiltrate 
for Russia, and Africa would be 
lost as much of Asia already is 
gone. He cynically noted that Al- 
gerian rebels were feted in Peking, 
North Vietnam and North Korea.

Soustelle is not any longer a 
figure out of Beau Geste. But all 
sorts of grandiose stories circulate 
about him. One is that a con- 
spiracy goes on by his supporters 
who remain in the army and 
that within six months they will 
be able to control it. Still another 
has it that the Soustelle group 
dreams of making a great coup 
d’etat and regaining both Morocco 
and Tunis. 


Certainly the army is in French 
politics to stay for sdfne time. 
When I suggested to we gyre 
that his plan would make the 
army a political instrument, he 
shrugged, and said, “This is a 
political war.’ He professes to 
have great respect for De Gaulle, 
but his followers are bitter and 
it is impossible not to believe 
Soustelle also is vindictive.

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Let’s Help Sherifts 
End Fee System 


“Abolition of the fee system is the 
only way we'll make a significant im- 
provement in Georgia law enforcement.” 


So said Sheriff Jewell Futch, of Val- 
dosta, president of the Georgia Sheriffs 
Assn., yesterday. His comment followed 
the announced opposition to ending the 
system by the board of directors of the 
Georgia County Commissioners Assn. 

Sheriff Futch is right. And the sher- 
iffs are right in recognizing the fee sys- 
tem for the evil it is. It makes law en- 
forcement a business proposition and in 
some cases, as with the notorious speed 
traps, it borders on racketeering. It 
should be ended on a statewide basis. 

Opposition of the commissioners stems 
from resistance to the salary-budget sys- 
tem. The sheriffs are asking for salary 
scales ranging from $7,500 to $15,000, 
graduated in accordance with popula- 
tion. Sheriffs’ offices would be operated 
on a budget basis, approved by the com- 
missioners. Fees collected from law en- 
‘forcement would go into general county 
funds. 

The sheriffs indicate they would be 
willing to compromise on the salary item 
if a budget system can be worked out. 

We suggest that the two associations 
get together in the interest of better law 
enforcement and come up with an ac- 
ceptable compromise. The commissioners 
know that what Sheriff Futch says is true 
but fear any new setup which would be 
paid for from general funds. This is con- 
trary to their commendable stand for tax 
equalization, which if carried out would 
help solve the problem of sheriffs’ offices. 

The fee system of paying sheriffs and 
other county officials indeed is inimical 
to good law enforcement. And the sher- 
iffs deserve commendation and support 
in their efforts to end it.

While the Chest- 
supported Child Service Assn. gives what 
-ase-worker care it can to white and 
eolored alike, Negroes do lack a Critten- 
ton-type maternity home. : 

Simply to establish such a home 1s 
only part of the problem, however. The 
other part is to find adoptive homes for 
Negro babies. Both parts make up the 
whole problem and must be treated as 
one. It is a pressing problem, and surely 
one where combined Negro and white 
effort is needed. 

The Community Council of Atlanta, 
Inc., which is surveying our special 
needs, can be of great service by start- 
ing a thorough study of the maternity 
home and adoptive home problem, lead- 
ing to coordination of government and 
private efforts to meet it.

The Big Move South 


Sen. Clifford Case (R-NJ) says a 
new minimum wage law and new stand- 
ards for unemployment pay will help

states.” 

He’s wrong. The South has much to 
offer in addition to a lower wage frame- 
work. It has the natural resources the 
East and North do not have. It has the

It has an increasing 
share of the markets, which is also a big 
factor in industrial migration.

The ‘Cause’ Has 
Suffered a Blow 


Over in one edge of the becalmed shark 
pool of Georgia politics, a bubble has risen. Roy 
| Harris’ has bitten Marvin Griffin. 
Mr. Harris is circulating to his friends around the state a cruelly 
sympathetic assault on the former governor. It notes the graft and 
corruption that soiled the Griffin administration. 


“For some reason or other, Marvin Griffin did nothing about 
it,” Mr. Harris says. “He attempted to ride out the storm and 
lay the blame on the Atlanta newspapers. 

“Now, here is the real tragedy. 

“Marvin, as governor, was the leader of the segregation forces 
. . « When the Atlanta newspapers began to expose the graft and 
corruption, the leaders in the other Southern states began to fall away. 

“Our whole effort fell flat. Our organization, on a Southwide 
basis, floundered. The blow-up of Marvin Griffin's administration 
was the most severe blow the cause has had during the last six 
years.” 

Mr. Harris, who was chief conductor of those anti-Negro meet- 
ings that used to be held around Georgia, can speak with the dis- 
arming candor of a political realist when he wishes to state the truth. 
He did so in advising Mr. Griffin not to try a comeback in 1962. 

But he errs when he blames the shrinking of anti-Negro extrem- 
ism altogether on Mr. Griffin’s discredited record, skillful though the 
barb may be. 

While men were pillaging the treasury, then-Gov. Griffin 
visited Arkansas and helped precipitate the Little Rock disaster with 
an inflammatory speech. Such oratory, as much as the pillage, was a 
reason the “‘whole effort fell flat.’’ 

Mr. Griffin did not do all the orating. Mr. Harris did a good bit 
of it. Somewhere along the circuit the people tired of the weary old 


wahoos. They began to look for sense behind the hot smoke.

They do not see the sense of it any more when Mr. Harris calls, 
as he still does, for a platform of “‘keeping the schools open and seg- 
regated”’ and stops there. While most Georgians may want it so, they 
learned from the Sibley commission, if not before, that it cannot 
be so. They have left the old evangelists of ruin to flounder and fall 
flat at meetings they do not want to be seen entering. They seek 
now something sensible that they can live with. 

Extremism is indeed faltering. The Griffin administration’s cor- 
ruption did help discredit it. But in fairness to Mr. Griffin, let us 
note “the most severe blow the cause has had’’ was dealt by the 
“cause” unto itself: It underestimated the common sense of Geor- 
gians. 


Candidates Make 


Pitch to Suburbia 


WASHINGTON—The land of the split-level 
house and the backyard barbecue pit—which / 
forms a vastly enlarged American middle class— a 
is to be the decisive battleground in this fall’s presidential election. 


Far more even than they did four years ago, both parties are now 


centering their appeals on suburbia. 


For it is to suburbia that the 
voters have been moving in a 
long, immense, sustained leap. 
The Census Bureau now discloses 
that the population of suburban 
areas adjoining major cities has 
grown by an incredible 47.2 per 
cent in the last decade. 


And this change has snowballed 
as it has gone along; it has been 
faster in the four years since the 
last presidential election than it 
had been in the four years before 
that election. 


Suburbia is largely a feminine 
creation, with its opportunities for 
flowers, innumerable women’s 
club luncheons and other things 
which make up the good life as it 
is seen in 1960. (It is only the 
old man who must wrestle with 
the daily commuting). 

So it is that on every day and 
in every way the Republican 
Party and the Democratic Party 
alike will offer what might be 
called a soft-hard sell for the 
presidential candidates. It will be 
a soft sell in that the accent will 
be on a quiet, well-tailored digni- 
ty, so far as may be possible, in 
tune with the gardens of suburbia 
and the nearby country club. 

It will be a hard sell in that 
down underneath all this amiabili- 


ty each party will try to leave 
the final impression that its nomi- 


nee is surely the tougher of the 
two—in a nice way, that is. 

Moreover, both parties will 
choose comparatively young nomi- 
nees who look, each and every 
one, more like briskly successful 
brokers than like the common 
conception of old-style politician. 
Vice President Nixon at 47 is far 
from decrepit, either in years or 
in appearance. Neither of the two 
strongest Democratic presidential 
aspirants, Sen. Kennedy (43) and 
Sen. Johnson (51), is a venerable 
old party, and neither would come 
in last on a national list of best- 
dressed men. The same can be 
said for the man who is presently 
in No. 3 place among the Demo- 
crats, Sen. Symington (59). 

The “‘labor vote” and the “‘farm 
vote” are of course still signifi- 
cant. They are not, however. 
nearly so significant as they used 
to be. To each of these groups 
very down-to-earth pitches will be 
made, in terms of what are called 
“gut” interests—meaning plain 
self-interest. To suburbia the pitch 
will be on a higher plane—here 
the melody will be more impor- 
tant than the words.

Could Be Mates 


WASHINGTON—Those two erstwhile rivals of 
the Democratic primaries, Sen. Kennedy and 
Sen. Humphrey may end up as running mates. 


The possibility of a Kennedy-Humphrey ticket was supposedly ex- 
plored at a recent meeting between the two men which was ar- 
ranged at the instigation of the front-runner. 


Sen. Humphrey has publicly ad- 
vocated the governor of his home 
state, Orval Freeman, for vice 
president. 

Sunday, when questioned as to 
the possibility of taking second 
spot himself with the man he 
fought so vigorously in Wisconsin 
and West Virginia, Sen. Hum- 
phrey said, ‘I do not want it. I 
do not seek it. I wouldn't run for 
it—I did that once. I would not 
reject it. My candidate is Orval 
Freeman.” 

Sen. Kennedy could not be 
reached. Aides insist he is “‘un- 
committed” on his choice. 

One tangible outcome of the 
meeting between the two was an 
apology to Sen. Humphrey from 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., a Ken- 
nedy ally who in West Virginia 
questioned Sen. Humphrey's war 
record. He told Humphrey both 
in person and in a letter his 
statements were “unnecessary 
and unwarranted.” 

Another Roosevelt—Eleanor— 
has said that Sen. Humphrey 
would be the ‘‘local man’’ for Sen. 
Kennedy to have as a running 
mate, 

Sen. Humphrey has yet to en- 
dorse Sen. Kennedy publicly for 
the nomination. Friends say home 
problems have inhibited him. 
Some Minnesotans still entertain 
reservations about Sen. Kennedy's 
farm record. Sen. Humphrey is 
up for reelection this year. 


The 49-year-old Humphrey 


would bring to Kennedy more 
than delegates, although his 67% 
votes would make Kennedy's 


first-ballot nomination a .virtual . 


certainty. It is Sen. Humphrey’s 
popularity among liberals, farm- 
ers and minority groups that 
recommend him to Kennedy. 


The wounds of the primaries 
are apparently all healed now. 
Sen. Kennedy in New York last 
Thursday told a Liberal Party 
meeting that he and Sen. Hum- 
phrey have become “increasing- 
ly friendly in the past few weeks.” 


Advocates of a Kennedy-Hum- 
phrey ticket say that Kennedy, 
who has been sharing platforms 
with Humphrey since last De- 
cember before the primaries be- 
gan, has a lively appreciation of 
Humphrey's rousing, folksy ora- 
torical style and his ability to 
galvanize audiences. 


If a Kennedy-Humphrey slate 
develops, it would not be the first 
time that primary opponents have 
come together on the Democratic 
ballot. In 1956, an open Demo- 
cratic convention nominated Sen. 
Kefauver, who had fought Adlai 
Stevenson all over the country, 
as Stevenson's running mate.

All Should Join Press 
In Dispute With Courts 


In the Cartersville Tribune-News 


This writer has been disturbed during recent months as the 
result of some tragic decisions rendered by Superior Court judges 
on the Fulton County bench, along with certain decisions handed 
down by our higher courts. It appears to this writer that some of our 


_ Judges have taken a biased and bilious slant at newspapers in gen- 


eral, and at some editorial and news writers on the Atlanta newspa- 


pers in particular. 

For instance, we have never 
found reason to agree with Judge 
Durwood Pye, who seems to us to 
have adopted the Atlanta news- 
papers as his “pet peeve.” 

We thoroughly agree with Judge 
Pye’s ruling that a judge, while 
sitting upon the bench, is the sole 
arbiter of what goes on in his 
presence and in his courtroom. 
However, we can never agree with 
Pye’s ruling that he also has jur- 
isdiction over what happens on 
the sidewalks and streets adjoin- 
ing the courthouse in which he 
sits as a judge. 

A point in question is this ob- 
servation: 

If Judge Pye can lay such of- 
fensive rules down and declare 
he does have authority over what 
goes on upon the streets and side- 
walks nearest to the courtroom 
in which he sits as judge, what is 
to hinder him from deciding that 
he also has jurisdiction over what 
goes on along streets and side- 
walks, one block, two blocks or 
even 10 blocks away from his 
courtroom? 

The writer of these lines does 
not labor under the hazard of be- 
ing hailed into court and find him- 
self being roughly handled at any 
time, because Judge J. L. Davis 
has never shown the slightest in-

clination to muzzle the press. Ra- 
ther, Judge Davis often goes out 
of his way to show his apprecia- 
tion of what good the press can 
do, in cooperation with the oper- 
ation of all our courts. 


But we are deeply concerned, as

the Fulton courts, because a few 
judges in other courts in Georgia, 
taking a cue from edicts from 
their ‘‘big city’’ judges, might be- 
gin handing out jail sentences to 
those who may labor in vineyards 
other than the Fulton County cir- 
cuit courts.

Dear Dr. Molner: What causes 
the upper and lower eyelids to 
be sore and itchy with pus in 
the corners?—L. R. 


What is the cause of redness 
around the tip of the eyelids? 
Is there a cure?—Mrs. M. F. 


Soreness (and sometimes pus) 
in the corner of the eyelid can 
be due to an acute inflammation 
of the conjunctiva, or inner lining 
of the lids. From this we get the 
name conjunctivitis. A more 
familiar term, pink eye, is a form 
of the same thing. 


Is there a cure? Generally we'll 
say yes, but to achieve that cure 
we must, of course, ask the 
question: What is the cause? 
What inflames that lining of the 
eyelid? 

One big cause is germs, and

A recommendation that the city 
discontinue picking up garbage 
from 6,500 Atlanta business estab- 
lishments will be considered by 
the aldermanic board next week. 

Under the recommendation of 
City Sanitary Engineer Stafford 
Graydon, the businesses would be 
required to contract with private 
haulers. 

Ald. Jack Summers, chairman 
of Public Works Committee No. 2, 
said Tuesday that he will offer 
the proposal to the aldermanic 
board July 5. Sanitary taxes 
would be cut, but would still be 
sufficient to cover street cleaning 
and inspections to check the pri- 
vate garbage collections. 


Graydon said the city picked up 
from 6,180 points in Atlanta last 
year and collected $455,132 in 
sanitary taxes. He said there’ 
would be a normal increase in the | 
businesses served—and that fre- 
ceipts frony the existing charge of 
$24 for each 25 feet of street front- 
age or fraction thereof would *be 
some higher than last year if 
collections are continued 


The division chief estimated that 
the sanitary tax can be cut one-

INSIGHT TO VISION 


It’s Your Child Who Pays 


If You Are Misinformed 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 


An amazing number of mod- 
ern parents have been lax in 
guarding the “most precious 
sense”’ of their child: His vision: 


But experts admit it’s not 


all Mom’s fault. 


For years, she’s been fed 
well-meaning, but erroneous ad- 
vice relative to vision, advice 

This is the first of a two- 
part story on the importance 
of vision in a child’s develop- 
ment based on information 
from the American Optome- 
tric Assn. 
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based on visual theories of the 
1800s. It was then that the term 
**20-20 vision” was coined by a 
scholar. 


He meant “only that a. per- 
son with 20-20 vision could see 
at a distance of 20 feet.”’ But 
even today the term is widely 
interpreted to mean perfect 
vision. It’s a costly mistake for 
hundreds of youngsters annual- 


ly. 

But that’s only one phase of 
the laxity that has leveled an 
unnecessary lifelong penalty 
against many boys and girls. 


Dr. Lois Bing of Cleveland, 
Ohio, who is in Atlanta as a 
delegate to the American Op- 
tometric’ Assn.’s 63rd annual 
conference, has devoted most of 
her practice to working with 
youngsters. 


TESTED CHILDREN 

Over the years, she’s tested 
hundreds of children for defec- 
tive vision. Through corrective 
measures she reports many of 
them have for the first time 
taken their place among happy, 
healthy youngsters. 


Widow of a prominent Ohio 
optometrist, Dr. Bing was in- 
troduced to children’s visual 
needs through his work. 


Mrs, Bing had planned on a 
career as a teacher. After her 
husband’s death, she returned 
to college to study for a new 


; 
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career—optometry. She con- 
tinued her husband’s practice, 
and for the past nine years has 
been concentrating on the visual 
problems of children and youth. 


“Most people,” Dr. Bing de- 
clared, “‘recognized sight as the 
most important of our senses. 
But only in recent years have 
we fully realized how important 
good vision is to a child’s whole 
development, mentally and 
physically.” 


VISION AFFECTS POSTURE 


She pointed out that a child’s 
posture, for example, can be 
molded by his vision. 


“When a child doesn’t see 
properly,” Dr. Bing explained, 
“he may tilt his head, or con- 
stantly squirm into an un- 
natural position when playing 
with toys or looking at his 
book.” 

The result of such constant, 
unnatural posture could be a 
permanent head tilt, shoulder 
slump or curved spine. 


Dr. Bing, who is chairman of 
the ADA’s committee on visual 
problems of children and 
youth, has known dozens of such 
cases where physical defects 
have been caused by impaired 
vision. 


“If a child is too nearsight- 
ed,” Dr. Bing said, “he may 
have no interest in games with 
other children. He may shy 
from sports in school. If a 
youngster is too farsighted, he 
may avoid near activity and 
have trouble with his lessons in 
school.” 


If there are no noticable de- 
fects in the exterior of the eye, 
and a youth can distinguish 
small letters at 20 feet (20-20 
vision), his eyes are diagnosed 
‘“‘healthy,”’ and no eye problem 
may exist. 

VISUAL ABILITIES 

“‘However,”’ Dr. Bing added, 
“a proper visual examination 
must also determine the child’s 
visual ABILITIES—whether or 
not he can focus and point his 
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eyes together as a team: his 
speed of perception; his accur- 
acy in looking from one object 
to another. It should determine 
whether or not he can keep his 
eyes on a moving object. How 
he uses his eyes and hands to- 
gether is also important, in ad- 
dition to other visual skills that 
are necessary within his school 
environment.”’ 


The AOA delegate observed 
that a child must be taught 
vision, just as he’s taught to 
walk. 


“A normal infant,” she ex- 
plained, “is born with sight. 
But vision is his ability to in- 
terpret what he sees. It is a 
learning process.” 


During pre-school years, a 
child’s vision is constantly de- 
veloping. It will be affected by 
his hereditary background, his 
environment, health and emo- 
tions. 


GOOD SCHOOL VISION 


Dr. Bing called attention to 
the following “elements of 
good school vision” as deter- 
mined by an official national 
study: 


1. NEAR-ACUITY, the abil- 
ity to focus and see clearly at 
a distance of 12-15 inches, to 
see properly with each eye sep- 
arately and both eyes together. 
“This is the distance at which 
one reads, and at which a child 
engages in more than 80 per 
cent of all school activities.” 
It is even more _ important 
than (2) DISTANT ACUITY, the 
ability to see clearly at a dis- 
tance of 20 feet, necessary for 
reading what is written on the 
blackboard and for normal liv- 
ing both indoors and outdoors. 


However, the report noted 
that in most routine visual ex- 
aminations of school children, 
near-acuity is completely over- 
looked. 


3. BINOCULAR COORDINA- 
tion, ability to make the two 
eyes work together as a team. 
A child with crossed eyes has 
coordination trouble. He turns 
one eye out of the way so it 
will not interfere with the oth- 
er. Frequently such a student 
achieves superior performance 
on tasks requiring only monocu- 
lar vision. 


NECESSITY TO READING 

4. FORM and SPAN OF VIS- 
ION: A child’s ability to see and 
be able to reproduce form is a 
necessity to reading. His span 
of vision is his ability to see 
and understand groups of let- 
ters and words rather than 
seeing them individually. A 
wide field of vision is the abil- 
ity to see over a large area 
while focusing on a small spot.

Carmen Basilio, a charter member in boxing’s Red 
Badge of Courage Club, gets another crack at the NBA 
middleweight crown and the only guy ever to knock 
him out when he squares off against Gene Fullmer 
Wednesday night in Salt Lake City. 


Basilio was within one round of his 75th straight bout without 
being kayoed when Fullmer claimed the crown in the 14th stanza 
last August in San Francisco. On that particular evening, the bull- 
ish Fullmer appeared in command 
most of the way. 


He’s an 8-5 choice to retain the title 
in the rematch which will be televised 
by ABC. Local members of the Living 
Roora AC may see it on WLW-A-TV. 


However, you'll have to wing out 
to Salt Lake to watch Pete Rade- 
macher, the Columbus, Ga., resident, 
in a ten-round go with Lamar Clark. 
Rademacher is making his first ap- 
pearance since returning from Europe 
where he made a ‘big hit at army 
camps—as a speaker. 


Basilio, who grew onions for a 
living before he started raising 
lumps, looked as though he were 
ready to return to farming in his 
last outing. He hasn’t been to post 
‘since the fracas with Fullmer, but 
witnesses testify that the challeng- 
‘ has appeared sharp in workouts at Ogden. 


Fullmer, making his third defense of the middleweight belt, 
wasn t exactly sensational: his: last Outing. He was forced to settle 
for a draw in a head-butting»contest with Joey Giardello several 
weeks ago at Bozeman, Mont. 


Observing Fullmer in previous TV scraps, it appeared that his 
noggin is perhaps more effective than his right hand. The man 
can butt with the best. He is also a tough foe to chop down.

Fullmer has age and the home court going for him. The 28-year- 


old champion has never lost a bout in his home state of Utah. 
Basilio. now 33, is past his prime and may be completely beyond 
the hill. 

But ‘you can't discount courage and ring savvy in the boxing 
business, and Basilio is endowed with a bountiful supply of both. 
He is one of the gamest guys ever to lace on a pair of gloves. Full- 
mer will have to beat him. for Basilio has never surrendered. And 
he’s learned a lot of tricks in rolling up a 54-14-7 record 

The Fullmer record is impressive. He has won 51 bouts, lost 
four and finished on even terms with Giardello 

On the basis of the fight in Frisco last August, Fullmer 


should be an odds-on choice in this one. But oddsmakers still 
have a lot of respect for Basilio.

Would they be bitterly resentful of the shabby 
treatment they’d received from the footloose and 
dollar-hungry O’Malley? Or would that deep- 
seated and passionate devotion to their beloved 
Bums remove the hurt in their hearts and give 


them old-time palpitations? Would they come to 
cheer or jeer? 


It didn’t take long to find out. Fans streamed 
into the ball park by the thousands—until there 
was an amazing turnout of 53,492. And this, mind 
you, was only an exhibition game. If the decibel 
content was any criterion, 50,000 of the customers 
were from Brooklyn. The joint was jumping with 
them and there could be no mistaking the object 
of their affections—the Dodgers. 


They even rooted furiously for strangers in 
Dodger uniform but when an old favorite, such 
as Gil Hodges or Duke Snider, even flicked a 
muscle, they split the night air in raucous glee, 
rang cowbells and whooped it up with total lack 
of restraint. The sedate Yankee Stadium hasn't 
been such a madhouse since the Dodgers last 
played the Bombers in the 1956 World Series. 


Nostalgia was so thick it couldn't have been 
dented with a butcher's cleaver. No one bothered 
to root for the Yankees. The lovesick Brooklynites 
were there to root for the Dodgers, Rodgers. It 
was such a maudlin display that they'd probably 
even welcome O'Malley back on a permanent 
basis. That’s how imperishable and indestructible 
their love is. 


There were thunderous cheers when Snider, 
the idolized Dook, singled in each of his first two 
at bats. The rafters reverberated when the even 
more popular Hodges doubled in the second and 


tripled in the winning run in the fifth. Gil beomed 
one to the running track in deepest center and 
was out at the plate in trying for an inside-the- 
park homer, 


It may have marked the first time in baseball 
history that a ball player ever received a- stand- 
ing ovation for getting thrown out at the plate. 
But to the love-blind Brooklynites the Dodgers 
could do not wrong. Yet the old guard is passing 
and aliens, who never knew Ebbets Field, are 
moving in. This was particularly noticeable be- 
fore the game when the combatants saw each 
other for the first time near the batting cage. 


“Hiya, Mick,” said Snider, shaking hands 
with Mickey Mantle.

Mantle, studying all the strangers in Dodger uni- 
forms.
